Section 112 Rejections 




Claim 22 has now been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

At page 13 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claimrf 11-14 vtould be 
allowable, if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations oftfieir base claim 
and any intervening claims. Applicant notes that the Examiner also indicated that claim 4 
would be allowable. Applicant, however, believes that this is an error, as claim 4 has been 
rejected. 

Applicant has now combined claims 11 and 1, Claim 1 is now in condition for 
allowance. Claim 11 has been cancelled. 




Dependent claims 12-14 have now been amended so that each depends from amended 
claim 1. Amended claims 12-14 are also in condition for allowance. 
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Section 102/103 Rejections 



Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 have been rejected as being anticipated by Yamaji. The remaining 
pending claims have been rejected as being obvious in view of Yamaji and Karema, or Camp, 
or Sugimura, or Ribner, or Ritoniemi, or Borth, or Cojocaru. 

Claims 2-10 and 12-17 each depend from amended claim 1. These claims are, 
therefore, also in condition for allowance. 



Claims 1-10, and 12-17 are in condition for allowance. Claims 11 and 18-22 have now 
been canceled.
